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The Third REPORT of the Commissioners appsinted to 
examine, take, and flate the Punric Accounts of the 
a4 . 
[Concluded from our Paper of the ad inft.] 
HE firft Ciicumftance that engaged our attention was a difference 
between the ‘T'reafuver’s balance and the navy balance upon 
the fime day, the 31 of Auguft ; the former exceeding the latter by 
the fum of 88,225 1. ros. three farthings: This ditfercnce lies in the 
Cathica’s and Vidualling branches, and arifes from the following 
caufe: When the three Boards affiga bills upon the Treafiirer for pay- 
ment, they immediately give him credit for thofe bills, in his account 
kept at their offices; but the Treafurer does not himfelf take credit 
for any bills in his own account till he aétually pays them. ‘The per- 
fons who receive thefe bills do not always immediately prefent them 
to the ‘Treafuver for payment, but frequently keep them ia their pof- 
feflion for a confiderable time. The ‘Treafurer’s balance mutt there- 
fore exceed the navy balance as much as the fum of the bills afligned 
upon him for payment exceeds the fum of the bills aétually paid by 
him. We conceive this excels is not moncy for which the lreafurer 
is accountattle to the Public, but belongs to the proprietors of thofe 
bills, and remains in his hands, at their rifk, until they apply to him 
for payment. This fum, therefore, we think, thould be deduéted 
from his balance. 

We, in the next place, obferved, that feveral fums in each branch 
were not aéftually in the hands of the ‘T'reafurer, but of his officers and 
clerks, either carrying on fervices in London, or at the diftant ports, 
whither thefe fums were direé&ted to be fent by the Navy Board, to car- 
ry on the fervices at thofe ports. It may reafonably be prefumed, that 
the Boards weuld not have direéted into the hands of the-offieers, mor 
the ‘Treafarer' have intrufted them with, larger fums than were want- 
ed; and therefore thefe fins, too, may be deduéted from the Trea- 
furer’s balance; which will reduce the public money actually in his 
hands to the fum of 128,083 1. 16s. 40d. one farthing, as appears by 
the ttate infertediy the appendix. The conttituent parts of this ba- 
Bance, under their feveral heads of fervice, confifting of a variety of 
articles, are fated in the navy certificate: fme of them carry the ap- 
pearance of havidg been applied for fooner than the fervices feem to 
have required; but, upon examination, we find, that the Boards do 
not direét an application for a fepply to any fund, until they know 
that fund is‘nearly, or likely foon to be exhaufted. ‘Ihe Treafury are 
fonictimes prevented from granting the iffue until many days after it 
is craved = and therefore the Boards are careful to apply early enough 
to guard dgainft the hazard of a demand uponan exhaulted fund. ‘To 
fearch into the aétual and probable denvands, at that time, upom cach 
of the’e fims, was hardly pragticable ; one circumftance alone might 
enable us to judge, with fuflicient accuracy, whether the fum total was 
too large or not; that is, in what time this balance.was in fact paid a- 
way by the Treafurer. It appears from his accounts for the month of 
Auiguit, that this whole balance, and much more, was received by 
him daring that month ; and by his accounts for the month of Sep- 
tember, tranfmitted to us purfuant to our requifition, it appears, that 
not only the balance remaining on the 31{t of Anguilt, but a much 
Jarges fom, was in fét paid away by him duripg the fucceeding month. 
Confidering, therefore, this fum by itfelf, independent of, and un- 
conneéted with his other receipts and payments, prior and fubfequent 
to the date of this balanve, wehave no grounds to fay, that this indi- 
vidual jum, received in one morth, and paid away in the next, was 
more than the fervice required fhould be in the hands of the Treafurer 
of the Navy upon the 31ft of Anguft lat. 

But it was neceffary to extend our enquiry fill farther. What is 
the amount of the fum that has been coitinually in the hands of the 
‘Treafarer of the Navy, and has that fum been more than the current 
fervices required? ‘To come at this knowledge, we obtained from the 
Navy Oifice an account of the toval fums received and paid by the 
Treafurer of the Navy for every month, from the rit of January 1779, 
to the 31ft of Auguftlaft, with the totalofthe balances remainiog ia 
his hands at the end of cach month, as they appear im the monthly 
certificates'to the Treafury. 

Atthe public money fhould pafs without delay from the pocket of 
the fubject into the Exchequer, fo it ought not to iflue out of the Ex- 
chequer, either before it is wanted, or in larger fums than the fervice 
for which it is ifued requires. By this laft account, a very large fom 
has been conftantly in his hands, during the period therein mention- 
ed, excinfive of the amount of bills affigned u him, but not pre 
fenzed to him for payment. ‘The principal caufe of the magnitude of 
this balance is, the praétice, in this office, of not’ applying money if- 
fued ander one head, towards fatisfying a demiand upon any other 
head of fervice ; the confequenee of which is, when the money upon 
the account of any head of fervice is nearly exhaufted, a fupply mutt 
be procured for that fervice, how abundant foever the fums upon o- 
ther heads of accounts, or the fum total of his cath, may be. Were 
all the fams he receives to conftitute and be confidered as one common 

neva! cafh, and be applied indifcriminately to every fervice, a much 
efs fum than the Jowell of the balances in the account laft mentioned 
would, in our opinion, foffice to carry on the current fervices of the 
navy, even various and extenfive as they now are. It wonld create no 
confufon in thé accounts; for the receipts and payments under.each 
head of fervice might fill be kept diftin& ; and though the payments 
might frequently exceed the receipts on fome heads of accounts, yet 
the Tecafurer would not be without fofficient cafh, and the next iffue 
from the Exchequer would reftore the balances, What the fum ne- 
ceflary for carrying on the fervice fhould be, muft depend upon cir- 
eamftancess ft will be different at diffrent times, and mutt be left 
principally to the ditcretion of thofe Commiffioners, from whom the 
dir¢Gion for fuppiies moves, who, being converfant in the bufinefs, 
can Lett determine. But, to enable the Lords of the Treafury like- 
wife to judge of the propriety of, and -be a check and controul upon, 
the requilition, we are of opinion, that, befides the certificate fent 
every month from the Navy Board, an account of the fam total of 
the balance in the hands ef the ‘Treafurer of the Navy thould be infert- 
€d in every application for a fapply to the Treafury. 

We have not been inattentive to defeéts we have obferved in this 
office, during the courfe of our inquiries; defeéts which concern’ the 
officer, the oifice, and the Public. 

Ase Treafurer finds his bufinefs does not end with his office; his ac- 
counts are (till open: He goes on, receiving and paying, until he feels 
himfelf, his family, and his fortune, fubje¢t to all the evils of long 
public aceounts far in arrear, and the difficuities of rendering dn ac- 
cont encreafing daily : He continues refponfible for millions, without 
an expediation of obtaining his final difcharge during his life. 

The office is perplexed with the multiplicity of thefe accounts. 
There are four didtingt accounts, of four Treafurers of the Navy, at 
this time open at the Pay Office, and bulinefs is cariied on upon every 
one of them at the fame time, by the fame officers, when the current 
bafine’s ot the prefent Trealiter alone would find employment enough 
for them all. 

There have been iffued to three of thefe Treafurers, for the Navy 
fervice, upwards of thirty-three millions, the accounts of which are 
not pafled, exclufive of above 25,000,0001 to the late Mr Grenville, 
whofe final aceount is not yet fettled; and of 16,coo,c001. to the 
prefeut Treafurer, none of whofe accounts could as yet be fettled. 

The Navy accounts in July laft, when the imprett certificate was 
tranfmitted to us, were in anecar in the office of the Auditor of the 
Impreft twenty-two years. This delay is occafioned by the accounts of 
the faubfequent years not being made up at the Pay Osfice of the Navy, 
where there is a want of officers and clerks for this department. A 
faticient number of perfons, intelligent ia this branch, fhould ferth- 
with be proviied by the proper authority, with adequate falaries, for 
the fole purpofe of proceeding upon, bringing forward, and making 
up thefe accounts, with as much difpatch as the nature of the bufineis 
will adnuit. 

By this delay in making up the accounts, the Public lofes the ufe, 
at leaft, of confiderable fums of their own money; not that the prin- 
cipal itfelf has always been fafe. A defaulter of above 27,0001, ftands 
at the head of the lift of ‘Treafurcrs of the Navyupon the impreft 
ceriifitate. 

We enquired why a Treafurer, under the prefent conftitution of the 
office, might not, upon his refignation, immediately pay over his 


balance to the fucceffor, or into the Exchequer, and all the fubfequent 
traniactions of office carried on by the Treafurer for the time being. 
—T wo reafons were affigned for the neceflity of keeping open his ac- 
counts, though out of office. 

tft. That fafficient time may be given to his fub-accountants, to 
clear their imprefts. 

The faub-accountants are certainly very numerous; and as, accord- 
ing to the prefent mode of pafling thefe accounts, they muft all be fet 
infeper upon the final account, was that account to be mide up foon af- 
ter the expiration of the ‘Treafurerhhip, it would be very voluminous 
and troublefome to the offce.—But, fince the Treafurer in office docs 
now clear the imprefts of fome of his predeceflors, and can clear the 
imprefts of all, and the three boards can, at their pleafure, call upon 
the fub-accountants to clear their imprefts, we do not think this rea- 
fon conclufive.

A thip’s book is the voucher for the Treafurer who pay it: Two 
canmot pay upon the fame book; it would create confufion, as the pay- 
ments of the one could not, without great trouble and diificulty, be 
dittinguithed from thofe ef the others it could not therefore be made a 
voucher for two Treafurers. ‘To enable a Treafurer in office to carry on 
the payment of a thip’s book open in the time of his predeceflor, the 
names of all the feamen not paid, mult be abftracted, and entered in a 
new book ; a work of great labour and length of time, where the 
books are fo numerous; and during all that time, no payment of 
wages could be made to the feamen unpaid upon thofe books. 

Upon the examination of a thip’s book, there appears a founda- 
tion for this objection, which opens a door for a poffible mifchief, wor- 
thy confideration. It is-in the power of a Treafurer of the Navy, re- 
tiring in difguit, to refufe carrying on any more payments, and by that 
means to put a ftop, for eight months or more, to the payment of all 
the feamen on the numerous volumes of (hips books open at the feve- 
rab ports in his Treafurerthip. Mr Grenville left open above thirteen 
hundred. This evil does not reft in {peculation ; we have an inftance 
of it in evidence. The office that does not guard againft the poffibility 
of fuch an evil, is fundamentally defective. 

Thefe defects thaukl be speedily corrected. To alter the conftitu- 
tion of the office ;‘ to abolith the fabordinate Treafury; to render a 
Treafurer the mere Accountant; and to vary the mode of accounting, 
carry with them a ftieng appearance of an effectual remedy; but were 
we, in the prefent ftate of our emquiries, to come to decifions of iuch 
moment, we fhould be premature, perhaps rafb. It is eafier to fce 
the defects than to fupply the regulations. The pay of the navy is an 
important object; and any alteration in the mode fhould be well 
weighed before it is adopted ; it fhould be traced through all its effects, 
and perfeétly afcertained to be as feafible in practice, as it is. {pecious 
in theory. To dilturb, to confound or to delay (effects not unfrequent, 
when novelty of form is introduced, and new principles app!icd to an 
old office), might be attended with very ferieus confequences. 

The defeéts to which we have alluded, prefented themfelves in the 
courfe of an examination made, in obedience to the aét, fora more 
limited parpof. Coming, however, before us, they are, in our opi- 
nion, too important to be paffed over in filence : we thought it our 
duty to point them out, that, fhould they be deemed a proper fubject 
for the exercife of the wifdom of the Legiflature, the folid advantates, 
which would tefult to the:Puablic from their coireétion, might rot be 
delayed. Had we protra@ted this report until we were poffefied of ma- 
terials for.a well-grounded opinion upon thefe poivts, we muft have 
difobeyed the act, that enjoins us to report, in the firft place, upon 
the balances in the hands of accountants in this feffion of Parliament, 
te the end that the public money, long ago iffued, and {till remaining 
in their hands, may, with all convenient fpeed, be reftored to the pot- 
feffion of the Public. ;
